Slander clouded his name, ami Eng­ 
lish sporting custom demanded that 
he be dropped without trial. He 
had 
made a great deal of money on 
his 
races, and just as lavishly spent it, 
thereby earning the name of the “ Mil­ 
lionaire Jockey.” But, as he had spent 
a sfast as he had won it. the crash 
left Sloan penniless. 
Now luck is smiling broadly on the 
little ex-jockey again, for he is 
in 
pictures and making good, as every­ 
one wil agree when they see turn in 
"The Killer” at the Dorris tonight,

The bulletin set forth 
the merits of sweet clover in its abili­ 
ty to conserve the nitrate of 
the 
soil, to add nitrogen to the soil, and 
by the

plowed under to produce nitrate 
in 
ample amounts 
and

time for the corn crep. 
Corn occupied oil the plots concern­ 
ed in the study. The large nitrate re­ 
quirement of this crop made it de­ 
sirable to study the effect of

sweet clover treatment in its pres­ 
ence. It was found that the plots on

more nitrate 
than untreated soil or manured soil,

The amount of plant food in 
the
